A MONG my mail a couple of days ago was a letter from a 
““ reader referring to my recent column on some ancient 
papers found. in an old desk in Victoria, and explaining the 
expression “With Privilege” in one of their titles which had 
puzzled me. He writes: P 
“The expression ‘With Privilege” from your interesting 
Stuart period newspapers means the same as ‘Published by 
Authority” would mean today. In those times newspapers 
were licensed, to’ prevent, no doubt, the dissemination of 
‘dangerous thots.’. They were often taxed,. too, by’ the 
government of the day, but in those days of political and 
spiritual strife, unlicensed and unofficial pamphlets of all 

kinds abounded.” 


UNLICENSED PAMPHLET 


HE goes on to add: “There is nofhing in, English literature, 
from Colin Clout, Langiand, Chaucer, Shakespeare on, to 
indicate that the people of England were ever anything but 
free especially in their remarks. The Black Death in the 14th 
century knocked the last remnants of. feudal privilege out of 
England, where in fact it never flourished but wanly.” 

By a curious coincidence, the same mail.that brought .that 
reader's interesting letter, with its reference to “unlicensed 
and unofficial pamphlets,” also brought just such a pamphlet 
from another reader—this time an anonymous one. 


‘BLACK BOOK’ 


T is called Mann's “Black Book of the British Aristocracy or 
An Exposure of the More Monstrous Abuses in the State 
and the Church; with Black Lists of Pensioners, Royal, Aristo- 
cratic, Legal, Civil, Hereditary, Military, Clerical, etc.”

They hope the talks will be 
well advanced when the’ United 
Nations General Assembly meets 
in Paris, Nov. 6. 

According to reliable diplo- 
matic sources, the Allies will ask 
the assembly to. adopt a formal 
resolution endorsing the treaty 
revision in the interest of world 
peace—whether Russia likes it 
or not. 

Decisions on the blueprint for 
changing the treaty came swiftly 
during the 12-nation North At- 
lantic Pact Council in Ottawa 
this week. 

Italian Premier Alcide De Gas- 
peri was reported as “highly 
pleased” at the prospects for 
quick action to erase the “re- 
vengeful spirit” and arms limi- 
tations of the 1947 pact.

THE OTTAWA DECLARATION, 


issued yesterday as the North Atlan- 
tic Treaty Organization adjourned its 
sixiay conference in the Canadian 
capital, should leave little doubt in 
Soviet minds as to the determination of 
the democracies to continue preparations 
for defense against aggression. 

The statement, subscribed to by the 
12 nations participating, does not men- 
tion the U.S.S.R. specifically. But there 
was no circumlocution in the reference 
to “a series of peace offers as vague in 
language as they are obscure in content 
(that) are made from time té time,” and 
the flat assurance that “the peoples of 
the North Atlantic community will test 
these offers by the deeds that follow 
them.” 

Observers will have noted that the lat 
ter statement closely parallels the word- 
ing of Mr. Truman's recént message to 
Russia. They will have noted, too, the 
implications of the U.S. president's 
belief, expressed to the press in  Wash- 
ington even as the Ottawa meeting 
closed, that he expects Russia to keep 
only agreements avhich western 
force impels her to keep. Otherwis 
he said, a Soviet agreement is “not worth 
the paper it is. written on,’

Canada will be 
one of five members appointed to 
recommend action on the co-ordination 
a members’ foreign policies as they 
affect the promotion of peace; their 
closer go-operation in economic, financial 
and social fields; and their joint action 
as regards culture and public {nforma- 
tion. It was these aspects of the 
N.A.T.O. which the late Mr. King, Mr 
St. Laurent and Mr. “Pearson were 
largely instrumental. in having included 
in the pact. They promise helpful col- 
laboration, not only during the period of 
military crisis to meet which the organi- 
zation was formed, but afterwards ds 
well. They provide thé strong practical 
core of truth to the. announced intent 
of the N.A.T.O. to be a group whose 
predominant aim is peace and interna- 
tional progress.

France: Indochina 
And ‘Dough’

BATTALION IN GERMANY: French 

soldiers, like other soldiers, are much 

given to arguing about what is wrong 

with their army. In 

any such discussion, 

two words are likely 

to be heard repeatedly 

throughout the cheer- 

ful battle of tom- 

plaints.

If those who may have to do the 
fighting are to be believed, France would 
have @ great army again very soon, if 
it were not for the constant drain of the 
endless, bloody little war in Indo-China, 
together with the lack of ready cash in 
the French treasury, French genera] of- 
ficers have no doubts at all about the 
spirit of their troops. .To judge from 
the intelligence and cheerful energy with 
which the French recruits go about their 


business in the field, the officers are 
right. j 


AS FOR arms and equipment, French 

soldiers have little concern on this 
score either, since M.A.T. began to trans- 
form the French army from an army 
without arms into an army with the 
means to fight. -The fact is that France 
is\now visibly capable of putting into 
the field a first-rate army of about ten 
divisions. But~ French Premier Rene 
Pleven has-promised to double the fight- 
ing strength-of this army—in—a_matter 
of months. On. France's capacity to 
make. good this promise a great many 
things, including the:security of the 
United States, may depend. And it is 
when you begin to ask French soldiers 
how this promise is to be made. good 
that you begin hearing about “L'Indo- 
chine” and “Le Fric.’ 


BY THE very nature of the French mili- 

tary system, the French military 
strength depends utterly on the small 
core of regular officers and non-coms 
who have made the French army thei! 
career. These are the men, tough, hard 
bitten, and among the best professional 
soldiers in the world, who mffst 
transform about 400,000 French

AS FOR camps and other facilities for

DELAWARE, O. (AP)-—Tar Heel,-one 6f Billy Direct's 
most illustrious sons, was spfead all over harness racing's 
record books today. 

The streamlined black colt, owned by the W. N. Reynolds 
estate of Winston-Salem, N.C., set four world records yester- 
day as he whipped 13 of the nation’s standout three-year-old 
pacers to take the sixth annual $66,280.55 “Little Brown Jug” 
in straight heats. 

Some 35,000 fans, crowding the fence around the Delaware 
county fair’s half-mile track, were stunned when Tar Heel came 
in 2.01 in the first heat—the fastest trip ever made by a three 
year-old over a half-mile track. 

But that was just the beginning. In the next heat reine 
man Del Cameron brought Tar Heel under the wire in two 
minutes flat, erasing the world mark he had set up only two 
hours before 

The combined two-heat time eclipsed the world record of 
4.05 4-5 set by Knight Dream in 1948; and also bettered the 
all-age pacing record for two heats of 4.01% hung up in 1940 
by Dusty Hanover.

For it is still a man’s world 
for Mrs. Margaret Ecker Fran- 
cis, of Vancouver, first woman 
correspondent with the Cana- 
dian Press, and world-traveler 
extraordinary. 

Today Mrs. Francis. operates 
a F.C. public relations and edi- 
torial office, and her current as- 
signment is “covering” the ninth 
annual meeting of the miunicipal 
engineers’ division of the B.C. 
Engineering Society at the Em- 
press Hotel. 

“Everybody noticed, of course, 
that I’m the only woman in on 
this. convention,” Mrs. Francis 
declared. “But that’s nothing 
new to me. I don't notice any- 
| thing different. I'm used — to 
working with men—and, frankly, 
I like it!” 

As. Margaret Ecker, Canadian 
newspaper readers knew her as 
the intrepid woman reporter 
who filed human interest_stories 
}on Canadian and other Allied 
troops in England, France, Hol- 
jland and Germany during the 
Second World War.
